Down to the receipt of the pews fiom England, to July
ith, there was an abundsvce and cheapoess of money—an
mncrensed Lusiness in the markels geneially, with impreving
prices; but with very lew indications of speculation The
wature of the news was such as to cause a great fall in the
prices of produce, breadstulls particularly, involving the
stoppage of a few flour dealers, of no great importance how-
ever. Cotton was favoiably affected by the news, and it
has sold Ticely for expoit at an advavce of § a 4 eent. The
stocks of breadstulls are very large, and the adverse market
for its sale, together with large imports of goods, added to
the chill the news threw upon the markets genernliy, pro-
duced a little more active demand for money for a day of
twa. The duties paid into the customhouse for the week
ending the 18:h o5k, amounted to 575,357, an excess of
$215,343 over last year. This of itseif was an jmportant
demand for mosey. o the last lew days the markets have
recovered somewhat ; the demand for mouey is less, and it
can now Be had again at four per cenl. oo lreasury notes,—
Indeed, some loans that had been called in under the inpres-
sion that money would be wanted, were subsequently allow-
ed to remain—the demand baving subsided. Cotlon is going
freely foiwand, and the fall tn prices has stimulated the ex-
ports of other produce, advanced freights, and caused bills to
decline, and the chances are that a renewed impoit of specie
will make place.
